VOTE 
AT 
WASHINGTON, July C 
With a rush, without the change 
of a word, the resolutions which make Hawaii a part of the 
United States wci e passed by the Senate this afternoon. 
Prom 
out of n situation which gave no promise of eliding for weeks, 
perhaps, and at a time when thfcc who have had charge of the 
filibuster against the measure had been assuring every one 
that they could not see a vote for a week, there came a demand 
for a roll call on the first nniendmciit of the list of eight which 
had to be disposed of before the main question could be con- 
sidered. 
Senator White almost surprised himself when he 
shut off debate, ended the filibuster which has prevented the 
acceptance of the Hawaiian resolution and gave the majority 
of the Senate a chance to express its will. 
An agreement was reached partly last night and partly this 
morning, but has been in sight for several days. 
The Republi- 
can leaders had been hard at work for two days in their en- 
deavor to blockade the windward passage of the 
n 
filibuster. 
They succeeded when they showed the utter 
inability of the Democrats to keep up their performance suf- 
ficiently long to have any effect whatever. 
Not more than 22 
votes against the resolution could be counted by the most san- 
guine, while the annexationists' 
forty-fiv- e 
was still intact. 
So it was that, ungraciously enough, the obstructionists 
stepped out of the way and the will of the people, expressed 
in the vote of their representatives 
by 42 to 21, declared that 
nnwaii must be a part of the Union of States. 
Hut one Re- 
publican vote was cast against the measure. 
The venerable 
Justin Morrill vote no. 
Spooner and Thurston were paired 
against the resolution. 
From the Democratic side came nix 
full round "ayes." 
Gorman bonded 
the list, and following 
his lead were Morgan, 
McLaurin, Pettus and Sullivan. 
The 
silver men were somewhat split, Pettigrew 
and Jones 
of 
Nevndajoining 
with the Democrats, while the others were on 
the Republican side. 
When the 
Vice-Preside- 
nnounccd the vote nnd the fact 
that the 
two-third- 
which would have been necessary to ratify 
thw' treaty, was indicated, thcrq was applause from floor nnd 
gallery. 
Prom staid Senators in their seats nnd Congressmen 
who wcre collected in numbers about the walls of the cham- 
ber nnd occupying vacant sents came cheers which found echo 
in the 
half-fille- d 
gallaries above and which, strangely enough, 
the 
Vice-Preside- 
made no effort to check. 
It is believed thnt the President 
will receive and sign the 
measure tomorrow nnd th.it he will at once transmit the mes- 
sage containing the resolution 
nnd setting forth the action 
which is expected of the Republic of Hawaii to President Dole

It is believed that the commission 
which will he sent to the 
islands to frame the laws for their futute government will bo 
made up of either W. O. Smith or W. A. Kinney of Honolulu 
and John Richardson of Maui, M. M. Estco of California, N. W. 
Mclvor, former 
Consul-Geiiera- l 
to Japan, now of Cedar Rapids, 
la. 
The fifth member will come either 
from Minnesota or 
Massachusetts. 
The commission 
probably will be appointed 
at once. 
It is believed the President will appoint all incum- 
bent ofllcers to administer the islands' a (Tails until new laws 
arc passed. 
The laws under which the ofllcinls will operate, it is under- 
stood, will be those now in force, and nothing will be done to 
change the routine of procedure in the various departments 
un- 
til the commission 
reports an entirely new code nnd form of 
government.' 
It is deemed very probable that n regiment of infantry and 
two batteries 
of heavy nrtillery, with bucIi guns as may be 
available at San Francisco, will be sent to the islands at an 
enrly date.

Tho Texas plunged nt full speed 
toward 
the 
enemy, 
signaling 
"The 
enemy 
Is trying to escape," 
Tho Brooklyn, 
Town nnd Oregon 
re- 
sponded Immediately. 
All headed 
to- 
ward the harbor entrance, 
about 
two 
miles and n half away. 
The first of 
tho 
Spanish 
squadron 
to como Into 
view was a cruiser of tho Vlzcaya class, 
presumably

Oquendo. 
Closely following her camo 
the Crltobal 
Colon, which

A great crowd was gathered on tho 
raclflo Mall .wharf to hear tho news. 
National Guard 
officers read the

hican's flag signals and gave 
It out. 
Pandemonium 
reigned. 
Men shouted 
themselves 
hoarse. 
Cheer after cheer 
arose from crowds on tho wharf. 
Hun- 
dreds crowded around 
Minister 
Sowall 
to ahake hU hand. 
The diplomat was 
wreathed in smiles 
and

happy as a boy on Fourth of July. 
Consul Haywood was so moved that he 
could hardly express himself but Just

Colonel l'arker said that the great- 
est mystery,

solved, was the question "What Is tho 
child?" 
"What Is that little, lump of 
ilttili, singing 
Mings, evincing tho

mortal and yet to full of mysterliu?" 
Emerson 
Killed 
tho child the "sou 
of 
the world." 
No man can answer 
tho 
question. 
I havo lived with the llltlo 
folk many jcars and tried

In

phj-slca-l 
growth 
of thu child, there Is tho well 
known fact of periodicity 
In tho 
pro- 
cesses 
of development. 
All parts of 
tho body do not grow proportionately 
at ono and tho same time. 
Tho body 
grows 
first 
In length, 
then 
in girth. 
Children 
unfold their physical 
powers 
in exactly 
tho samo order, 
but 
child- 
ren of tho samo ago do not grow at 
tho samo 
rate. 
The 
muscles 
of the 
upper arm get their maturity a yoir 
nnd a half 
before tho mtiscloj 
of tho 
lingers; 
tho muscles 
of the shoulders 
six months 
before tho muscles of the 
elbows; and Mieso In turn live to eight 
months 
before 
the 
muscles 
of 
tho 
wrist; which last nro In form for train- 
ing from thrco to six months befuro tho 
muscles of tho lingers.

sist that a child shall 
begin to write 
by means 
of tho linger 
muscles 
only 
with a small pencil,

such ns they believed to accord better 
with 
tho natural development

These boys completed the 
studies 
prescribed 
In three and 
ono-ha- lf

of the seven years 
assigned

program. 
All the arithmetic taught In our schools 
for a period of seven or eight yoirg, 
could 
bo better taught

the three 
years between eeven and ten years ot 
age. 
Instead 
of muddling 
tho child's 
mind 
by such 
dawdling 
processes

are 'now 
In vogue thero 
would be an 
nlertness 
In seeing through arithmet- 
ical problems and rushing through

work that are 
desirable 
results

school training, ns well as a saving of 
tlmo for some Important studies 
now-- 
crowded out. 
Tho effect of fatlguo upon the phys 
ical and mental 
development 
Is ono of 
tho most Important recent discoveries. 
Fatigue 
Ib a physical 
poison, and bod- 
ily fntlguo 
always 
Induces mental 
fa 
tigue, 
overstrain 
at scnooi, 
oy 
pro- 
ducing fatigue, may bo the occasion of 
sticli destruction 
and disintegration of 
bodily tissue as to cause serious 
nnd 
permanent mental 
defect 
Tho 
best 
period of the day for 
phj-slc- 
and men-- 
tal vigor Is between 
s a. m. ami ju:io 
a. m. 
Tho heaviest school work should 
bo assigned 
to 
the 
hours 
when 
tho 
child's mind acts most vlgorouslj. 
sc 
of disregard 
of these facos In re- 
gard to fatigue, not a day passes 
In a 
city like Chicago, that some child 
Is 
not made n helpless cripple 
In some of 
the large stamping works and canning 
factories. 
After 
working 
under 
con- 
stant pressure for several 
hours 
the 
child becomo 
so wearied 
that he can 
no longer direct the tired fingers nnd 
aching arms with any degree of accur- 
acy, and ho becomes the easy prey of 
the Jaws of the great machine,

Defects 
of 
vision 
Increase 
from 
grado 
to grade 
with 
the Increaso 
of 
school work. 
The teacher may 'not al- 
ways detect the defect 
In .tho pupil's 
eyes, 
but 
by simple 
tests an expert 
would recognize 
what was 
wrong

the child's 
eyesight. 
Eleven per cent 
of tho children 
in tho public 
schools 
of 
Illinois 
have 
been 
found 
to havo 
defective vision. 
So with hearing. Dull 
children, 
In most cases, suffer from 
de-

hearing. 
If a stupid 
scholar 
has an open mouth and a drawn down 
face there may be ndenold growths 
In 
tho vault of the pharynx that a surgeon 
could cosily remove. Nineteen 
per cent 
of the pupils 
In the public schools ot 
Illinois 
havo defective hearing In one 
or both ears. 
Children 
thus nffected 
have been accused 
of being lazy and 
Inattentive, 
when the fault was In tho 
ears. 
The last point mado In the magazine 
article from which these facts nnd sug- 
gestions have been summarized 
Is that 
In all education 
we should follow the 
path 
of 
least 
resistance. 
"Suppose 
that you 
havo" a dynamo 
with 
four 
strands of wire, copjier. German silver, 
steel, zinc. 
Which 
wire will conduct 
most 
of 
the current 
from 
tho 
gen- 
erator? 
Tho copper 
wire, ot course. 
Then why insist that tho current must 
bo conducted 
by tho 
Oerman 
silver 
wire? 
You burn out and ruin 
dy- 
namo, for the elect! ic current will 
fol- 
low the path of least resistance. 
Why 
not use tho same common sense In the 
case of children?" 
What would you say of a manufac- 
turer, who knew every pulley, Joint and 
rod of li!s Intricate machinery, but did 
not pay any attention to the kind of 
cotton 
ho bought, whether sea Island, 
short fibre or long staplo? 
The strain 
ot school work affects children 
of poor 
physical 
development 
very differently 
from whnt It does children 
of sound 
bodily constitution. 
Tho nervous 
svs-te- 
m 
of the child differs very materially 
from tho nervous 
system of tho ndult. 
It is excitable, under feeble, Inhibitory 
control. 
Tho sources of rife Irritation 
In the child nro many, nnd tho nerve 
centers dlschargo 
their 
force 
moro 
readily 
nnd 
faithfully than 
In 
tho 
ndult. 
The nervous 
systems 
of many 
children 
nro also suffering 
from 
mal- 
nutrition, and thoy nro not capable ot 
doiti; the work of their grade, 
If ago 
only 
bo taken 
Into 
account. 
Some 
children of feeble physical development 
should bo placed In n grado lower thaa 
that to which tholr ago nnd general 
Intelligence 
would assign them. 
If not, 
under 
tho strain of school work they 
may developo 
chorea, 
hysteria, 
or 
some other form ot neurosis. 
Among 
tho Important 
considerations 
In the hy- 
giene ot tho school room Is plenty ot 
fresh nlr. For when wo speak of school 
work as the cause of disease, 
wo mean 
not only brain work, but all that 
Is 
comprehended 
In tho environment as 
well as tho curriculum 
of the schol- 
ars, examinations, 
rest periods, 
public 
display of precocious, that Is, abnormal, 
attainments. 
Wo should 
make 
tho 
child's 
nervous 
system the ally ot our 
educational 
arrangements, nnd not a 
foe to all possible 
progress.

Never nag, s.ild Miss Allen.

the bane of many homes which would
